days ago by Mrs. Carrie .Nation. 
Tbe 


meeting was a remarkable one in every 
respect. It was called by a committee 
tot the Law Enforcement league, and 
'was attended by nearly all the prom- 
inent business men of the city. 
A 


feeling of imense earnestness pervaded 
tbe meeting. 
Conservative men, who 


bave hitherto advocated moderation in 
the dealings with the lawless element, 
Insisted in unmistakeable terms that the 
Una* had come 
when patience had 


ceased to be a virtue, and that the people 
of Topeka should take tbe law in their 
own bauds. 


The ultimatum issued commanded 


the officers of the city and county to 
perform their duty regarding the clos- 
ing of tbe joints. 
The officers were 


warned that they had waited long 
' enough. The property owners in whose 
premises tbe Joints are kept were also 
warned that they should abate the 
nuisances at once, or the people of 
Topeka would not be responsible for

Edgardo, kindly find between the mat- 
tiess and what used to be the springs his 
bankbook? Yes; that was it. Take it 
to the window and tell him how much 
was theie. Eight hundred? Ah, well, 
thanks to God that it was so much; but, 
oh, that it were moie for such good fel- 
lows ns the;! 


Dottore Bartollo had told him that he 


might live three months, till spring; would 
bis good friends put back his book under 
the mattress, and when he was gone—no, 
they mustn't cry—would they take it up 
to the bank, draw the amount and divide 
it between them? Meanwhile, as his lov- 
ing friends of the present, his heirs in the 
future, would they kindly attend to his 
little wants? 


Would they? Did they? That old fel- 


low was fed on the fat of the land while 
he lay there in bed. He drank more Chi- 
anti in a week than he had swallowed in 
five years. It was even hinted by some 
that Arturo, tbe wine seller, was hasten- 
ing tbe end by the vile Chianti that he 
constantly produced from his stock, while 
the pushcart man was so generous of un- 
ripe bananas for the sickroom that there 
was a division of opinion in Mulberry 
street as to whether be was cheering his 
friend's finale with fruit or endeavoring 
to complicate consumption with other 
ills.

Under the general classification of lib- 
eral arts are included such subjects as 
those of education aad social economy, 
books, periodicals, scientific apparatus, 
hygiene and saaitatieB*, musical instru- 
ments, public works, ciril engineering 
construrtlYe architecture, phetographs 
and phots-graphic supplies, medical, 
dental and surgical apparatus and oth- 
er branches ef intellectual activity. In- 
deed It is the nest progressive and no- 
ble of the tendencies and achievements 
of this age of enlightenment and civili- 
zation which are represented In the ex- 
hi bits of this division of a great expo- 
aitlon. 


The work of collecting and classify- 


ing the Libwral Arts exhibit for the

At 
Easter time tha "shut-ins" are always 
remembered with potted plants, while j 
the flower missicn has in the last tv.-o 
years supplied the patients at the hos- 
pital with 50 bouquets and> over 100 
roses, while at Caster time many flow- 
ers have beem distributed among the 
sick. 


The union maintains a 
furnished 


room at the hospital, which bears Us 
name, arJ3 has <=ent to the Willard Y. 
settlement in Bcston several boxes of 
fruit. The union has also given two of 
the girls OTOTI that settlement two 
weeks' vacation In this city. A supper 
given by the union netted a neat sum 
for a suck member, and free medical 
attendance has also been given to an- 
other sick member. 


To the ladies' aid society of the Me- 


thodist church the union has given a 
quantity of -linen;, 5n partial recognition 
ofi the benpfit tbat the use of the church 
parlor? has been to the union. The res- 
cue mission has also been aided, and 
money has been sent for the organiz- 
ing of the work iu memory of Frances 
E. Willard. 


Buring the ttvo years five barrels of 


good readirlt matter has been sent to 
the Seaman's Bethel for soldiers and 
sailors in Boston, with 60 comfort bags 
and 25 "housewives." 


The union has circulated a petition 


in favor of abolishing the sending of 
intoxicants to the Philippines. 
The 


pocket for reading matter at the sta- 
tion has beenl kppt filled, good temper- 
ance literature having been thus sup- 
plied to the railroad men. Several ad- 
dresses have been given here by the 
state and county presidents and the 
state superintendent of purity work, 
•with three lectures on health and 
heredity by the state superintendent. 


The union's sick coanmitte* visits 


those who are confined to the house, 
and flowers are always sent for the 
funerals of deceased members, with let- 
ters of sympathy to the families. 


Perhaps the one thing that has most 


occupied public attention in the work 
of the union' has been the securing of 
the adoption of(the curfew in this city, 
this having iyn jSo much discussed 
as to need little attention In a review of 
the work. The union has also organ- 
ized the 
Loyal Temperance leirion, 


which has until the first of the year 
met at the homes of the members, but 
which with the first oil January has 
been meetlrJg1 in the chapel of the Con- 
gregational church on account of its 
growth. There are" 30 members In this, 
and the work is in charge of Mrs. M: 
V. Blake as president, with Mrs. Ida 
Larkrn and Mi's. M. W. Brown as as- 
sistants. 


There are now about 80 members In 


the union, with about 40 honorary mem- 
bers. The work Jotte Is of course limit- 
ed by the merans of the organization, 
but there is a larger work which the 
members are anxious to take up as soon 
as they are abl-*: There has been under 
discussion for acme time the plan of 
opening a lunch room in the city, where 
light lunches c^n be had by transient 
visitors to the city or busintess men 
whow ish it, this being similar to work 
done in other cities most successfully. 
The members are also anxious to se- 
cure a hall where meetings can be held, 
and where social gatherings could also 
be arranged for. 


It is impossible of course in so brief 


a review to spea.k ol many things 
which the uniDn has done. The work 
has been steadily growing, arJrl there Is 
little doubt in the minds of the mem- 
bers that thesa idded departments will 
be accomplished In time.

Ancient Book of Peculiar Value Pub- 


lished by King's Printer 


Mrs. William Blood has a Bible that 


was once owned by her grandfather, 
Starling Daniels, and there are probab- 
ly few older books to be found here- 
abouts. It was miblished in LorJdon in 
1767 
by Mark Basket, "printer to the 


king's most excellent majesty," aaid the 
price was two shillings without binding. 


The book is wt 11 Dreserved and would 


be an interesting relic on account o3 its 
age if for no other reason, but it is 
especially valuable to Mrs. Blood on ac- 
courit of the family record it contains. 
Herein is recorded the marriage of her 
grandfather and grandmother, Starling 
Daniels and Chr.rity janson, which too!* 
place at New Haven, Conn., November 
8, 1779, the ceremony being performed 
by William Wlittesley, priest. There is 
also a record of the births_of their 
children, eight ci •whom were born be- 
tween 1783 and 1798. Mr. Daniels was 
the great grandfather ofl Mrs. F. B. 
White, John TT, Blood, Mrs. E. Doble 
and Mrs. C. A. Larabee of this city, 
who are consequently also much in- 
terested in the old book. 


Mr. Daniels .-ame from England and 


undoubtedly brought the Bible with 
him when he came. Prior to his mar- 
riage he served for some time in the 
Revolutionary army. 


In addition) to this relic Mrs. Blood 


has a Bible that was issued bv the 
Massachusetts Bible 'society in 1812. 
and this is also well preserved.

Willing to Stop at Park Street. Proba- 


ble Date for Adams Hearing is 


March 11. Many Hearings An- 


nounced in Other Towns 


The new Berkshire street railway 


company;, which is backed by a million 
dollar capital lor the Rurposei of build- 
ing a line throuyh the county, will not 
be satisfied to stop at Cheshire and 
meet the line of the Hoosac Valley coiri 
l>any there. It wan'ts to come into the 
tovv'n of Adanas, and meet the local road 
at Park street, in spite of the fact 
that the local read already has per- 
mission to extent to the Cheshire town 
line. 


A petition from the new company was 


received by ths Adams selectmen this 
morning, asking: Dor right of way to 
the Park street bridge. The route nlam- 
ed was exactly the same as that al- 
ready granted to the Hoosac Valley 
company by the Adams selectmen. A 
date was asked for on which to have 
a hearing on the matter, but the date 
asked for could not be granted, and the 
hearing will probably be held in the 
Adams town hall March 11. 


Petitions have now been filed in all 


the towns of the proposed route from 
Adams to Great Barrinston, and the 
following dates for hearings have been 
announced by various selectmen: Len- 
ox, February 23; Pittsfield, February 26; 
Lee, 
February £1: Great Harrington!, 


March 1: Cheshire, March 4, and Lanes- 
boro March 5.

A-house which was known! as the 


"Chloe Bingham" house, one of the 
town's oldest landmarks, has been torn 
down.

He bas in all bis railroading escaped 


without a scratch. When the fast mail , 


j was vnrecked a few weeks ago near | 


Briggsvilie, it was Bellamy's run out, ' 
and his engine was waiting in the Bur- 
lington yards ready to pull the fast 
mail 190 miles westward. Owing to 
the wreck and the destruction by fire 
of two of the cars the mail was an- 
nulled, but the engine crew that was 
ready to take the train was given op- 
portunity to double the road so as not 
to lose a trip, and Bellamy remained 
with the machine. 


During bis 11 years' firing he has 


made 606,840 miles and burned 32,501 
tons of coal. On his maiden trip tbe 
engineer repeatedly suggested to Bel- 
lamy that he put in more coal. Bel- 
lamy said tbat he would put in a few 
shovelfuls and then take a seat, but tbe 
engineer kept him busy. "Ever since 
that trip," says Bellamy, "I bave been 
trying to keep the firebox full of coal, 
but have always found room for one 
more shovelful." 


Some of the most formidable obsta- 


cles to railroad construction were over- 
come in the building of the Morenci 
Southern railroad, a corkscrew route, 
which has just been completed in 
southeastern Arizona, says a Pbenix 
dispatch to the Chicago Record. Tbe 
jfcad is only a few miles in length, but 
represents a marvelous niece of rail- 
road engineering work. It is owned by 
the Detroit Copper Mining company, 
limited, a Pheips, Doage & Co. of New 
York concern, and lies between that 
company's big copper mines at Morenci 
and Guthrie, a point on the Arizona 
and New Mexico railroad, which joins 
the Southern Pacific at Lordsburg, 
N. M. 


A railroad over the San Francisco 


mountains and several great canyons 
and gorges in n section of a very for- 
midable contour was necessary to fur- 
ther development of the mines, but sev- 
eral well known civil engineers de- 
clared the scheme inpracticable. They 
found that they bad an elevation of 
1,350 feet to overcome in a direct line 
of less than .seven miles. Several of 
the grades would be steep, even for a 
mountain wagon, but the Detroit Cop- 
per company ventured into the bold en- 
terprise, and after a vast outlay jf 
capital the engineers solved tbe diffi- 
cult problem of running a narrow 
gauge road over a winding roadbed, a 
great portion of which is over trestles 
crossing between rims of canyons tow- 
ering 400 or 500 feet above the bot- 
toms. 
Thousands and thousands of 


yards of masonry were made to hold 
the roadbed In tbe canyons and on the 
eteep mountain sides, and much of the 
construction vras through solid rock of 
volcanic cone'omerates and malapais.

King Edward will demand of parlia- 


ment, it is expected, $10.000,000 cash 
to pay the debts be accumulated while 
be was the °rince of Wale* and will 
insist on keeping for bia own use all 
the crown property, the Income from 
which is now $3.000,000 a year, write* 
the London correspondent of the New 
York World. How much more be will 
demand in the form of a civil list or 
annual appropriation is not known. 
Parliament of late years bas resolutely 
set its face against tbe good old Han- 
overian doctrine, originated by George 
I and "bettered" by bis successors, tbat 
the United Kingdom was a sort of fat- 
tening ground for German princes. 
| 


No fewer than 28 royalties were at 


free quarters on the civil list during 
the reign of George III until in 1819— 
at a time, too, wben tbe country was 
in abject misery after the reaction of 
tbe Napoleonic wars— the amount stood 
at the appalling total of £430,288, this 
being independent of tbe king's own 
civil list (appropriation) of £800,000, 
besides certain hereditary revenues 
from English, Irish and Scotch sources 
wbicb be continued to retain as well, 
of course, as the proceeds from tbe 
duchy of Lancaster. 


Scattered about the country are cer- 


tain pro|i>srties of undoubted value 
known as the "crown lands" and sup- 
plemented by what are styled tbe 
"small branches of the hereditary rev- 
enue." It has been the practice since 
the time of George III for tbe monarch, 
on coming to the throne, to "surren- 
der" to the country these hered ary 
revenues "in confidence that the com- 
mons would gladly make adequate pro- 
vision for tbe support of the honor and 
dignity of the crown," 


Nor has that ''confidence" hitherto 


been misplaced. The civil list is set off 
against the hereditary revenues, and 
the result In balance sheet form works 
out thus: Civil list, in the late reign, 
£385,000 (?1,925,000). 
"Surrendered" 


hereditary revenues, £210,000 ($1,050,- 
000), 
from crown lands, and £68,000 


($340,000) from the "small branches." 
Here we see in this "parliamentary bar- 
gain" a balance of £107,000 ($535,000) 
against the nation on tbe sovereign's 
list alone. 


This, however, is without taking in- 


to account the £40,000 ($200,000) annual 
grant to the Prince of Wales, £10,000 
($50,000) to the Princess of Wales, £9,- 
000 ($45,000) to their children, £12,000 
($60.000) to the Duke of Cambridge, 
£8,000 ($40,000) to the Empress Fred- 
"erick, £25,000 ($125.000) to the Duke of 
Connaught and £6,000 ($30,000) each to 
Princess Christian, Princess Louisa 
duchess of Argyll), Princess Henry of 
Battenberg and the Duchess of Albany. 
Tbe annual balance against the nation 
in account with tbe royal family there- 
fore has been $1,140,000. 


By tbe queen's death the king cornea 


Into possession of the income of th« 
duchy of Lancaster, which has yielded 
en the average for many years past 
£35,000 ($175.000) a year. 
But the 


duchy of Cornwall passes to the Duke 
of York, and with It an income com- 
puted at £60,000 ($300,000) a year, so 
that the king loses heavily in this par- 
ticular phase of the transaction. 


Tbe parliamentary grant to the sov- 


ereign for his or her strictly personal 
use— "the privy purse," as it is termed 
— has during several reigns stood at 
£60,000 ($300,000). This is independent 
of £50,000 ($250,000) for the privy purse 
of the consort, either queen or prince. 
The annual personal allowance to 
Prince Albeit was £50,000 ($250,000), 
and the same sum was provided for 
Queen Adelaide, the wife of William 
IV. 


It Is assumed therefore that Lord 


Salisbury and the courtierlike Mr. Bal- 
four, as first lord of the treasury, will 
bring the necessary gentle pressure to 
bear upon tbo select committee to rec- 
ommend that amount for the Princess 
of Wales, hencof f th to be known as 
the queen conso # 
Her present allow- 


ance, as settled by act of parliament at 
the time of her marriage, is £10,000 
($50,000), to be increased to £30.000 
($150,000)) in case she outlives her hus- 
band. 


As to the financial future of the Duke 


of York the position is simple. But in 
passing it may be well to dissipate a 
very prevalent impression that in con- 
sequence of his father's accession to 
tbe throne he would become immedi- 
ately and ipso fncto Prince of Wales. 
This 13 not so. 1'he duke succeeds at 
once, and as a matter of constitutional 
right to tbe dukedom of Cornwall, bnt 
It rests with the king to decide when 
bis son shall be raised to tbe dignity of 
Prince of Wales. 


The duke will ttave, roughly, £CO,000 


($300,000) from the duchy of Cornwall, 
and tbe proposal to be laid before the 
bouse of commons committee will take 
the form of a further civil list annuity 
of £40,000 (200,000), the same as his fa- 
ther has enjoyed since be came of age. 
Tbe Ducbess of York has received noth- 
ing from the nation, but circumstances 
are altered now that she is the wifc of 
the heir apparent and only one step re- 
moved from the throne. If parliament 
BO decrees, tbe Duchess of Cornwall 
nnd York's "pia money" will amount to 
£10,000 ($50,000) a year, increasable by 
£^0,000 (?iCu,000> more slioiuJ siie be- 
come a widow.

All these changes do not occur iu every 


case, and the process may stop at any 
one of them. 
Sometimes a burning i 


felt, especially during the periods of 
greatest congestion: but, as a rule, no 
abnormal sensation is complained of. 


The trouble begins usually after the age 


of 30 or 35 years, but sometimes earlier 
and affects women more often than men. 
The common causes are some disturbance 
of the functions of the stomach, bowels 
or liver, due to eating poor or too highly 
seasoned food, the abuse of alcoholic bev- 
erages, lack of exercise, and so forth. 
Habitual eiposure to cold winds or to 
the rays of the sun may also produce it. 


Treatment consists in removal of the 


cause, if possible. Great attention should 
be paid to the mode of living. The diet 
should be regulated, highly seasoned and 
indigestible food, alcohol and strong tea 
being forbidden. Constipation, so often 
present, must be overcome, and all the 
functions of the body should be inquired 
Into and corrected if not properly per- 
formed. Eiereise in the open air is nec- 
essary, but the face must be protected 
from cold winds and from the sun. 


In mild cases oxide of zinc ointment, 


limewater or a bismuth lotion is often o( 
great benefit. 
In severe cases stronger 


remedies or even the use of electricity ot 
the knife may be called for.—Youth's 
Companion.

The idea of cultivating orji,. / hon- 


eybees in a modern flat building in a 
crowded city is unique, but this under- 
taking has been accomplished by an 
enterprising; Chicago man, says the 
Chicago Times-Herald. He has found 
that city life is not conducive to lazi- 
ness in the bee family and that the 
busy little worker is just as industri- 
ous in sroring away noctar when his 
home Is known to the postman as 
apartment A, third floor, as he is when 
hidden away In a hollow tree in the 
woods. 


The e5ty bee has, in fact, some ad- 


vantages over his country neighbor- 
that is, of course, from the owner's 
•tandpolnt—siacc he is closer to the 
market 
His work in Chicago 'baa 


proved very profitable, and the 20 colo- 
nies are said to have produced a tou 
and a half of honey during the last sea- 
son. This certainly shows prodigious 
Industry. 


The owner of the bees Is G. E. Pur- 


ple, an architect. He occupies the top 
flat, aud the bees have the roof. They 
eeem to prefer it. Mr. Purple is from 
Missouri, and he has worked with bees 
ev^r since he was a boy. \Vhen he was 
on the farm, he was foud of looking 
after them, and when he came to Chi- 
cago after finishing up at college he got 
lonesome without his old companions. 
So he wrote home and asked his father 
to send him a colony—that is, a swarm 
or a hive—of bees. 


When they arrived, they were sur- 


reptitiously lodged in their new home 
on the roof. Mr. Purple was afraid his 
neighbors would not like his little 
friends, and he decided to say nothing, 
although he had absolute faith in their 
amiable disposition and good breeding. 
In fact, they were not the ordinary 
mongrel bee, as be explained the other 
day, but real thoroughbreds. 


That was four years ago, and now, 


although from that small beginning 20 
healthy colonies have sprung, very few 
of the .neighbors yet know of their 
presence. 
Although they have sharp 


stings, whlchr they know how to use, 
they are jfair'y close observers of the 
golden rule._ Mr. Purple lives at the 
edge of Garflgld park, and in summer 
time the bees,find lots of sweets in the 
flowering plants there. But they go 
farther than the park, and their honey 
possesses the flavor of distant white 
clover fields. 


Last summer was a particularly gnnS 


season for the city bees, and Mr. Pur- 
ple's 20 colonies gathered something 
over 3,000 pounds of b^ouey, all of which 
Mi*. Purple «ras able to sell at a price 
that brought him several hundred dol- 
lars. The different1 dealers declared 
that bis honey ha.a a. peculiar flavor 
and was much sought after. 


Mr. Purple has only devoted his spare 


moments to the care 'of his bees. When 
he began, he Lad no Idea of increasing 
his apiary tq its present proportions, 
but the w.ork^'bag proved so profitable 
that he is now thinking of increasing 
his number of stands. He goes in only 
for thoroughbred bees and prefers the 
Italian varieties. 


When winter came on, he packed all 


the hives with shavings to keep the 
bees from getting cold and left them 
plenty of honey to eat during the long 


appointment of a doorkeeper. ID the dis 
cussion of this important subject the; 
became engrossed, and, in spite of Mr 
Elaine's eagerness to get me started, it 
was 30 days later before mj appointment 
was even taken up. I met Mr. Blah.s 
frequently during that time, but nevei 
ventured to suggest that he might as well 
have given m* a couple of weeks to thici 
over my appointment."—Chicago Trib- 
une.

The Only American Who Ever Danced 


With Qaeen Victoria. 


"Richard, I am told thee has been 


dancing with the queen. I do hope, my 
son, thee will not marry out of meeting." 


The good, old fashioned Quaker sim- 


plicity and distrust of royaity were never 
better exhibited than in these words of 
the mother of the late Richard Vaux, 
They were her first greeting to him on his 
return home frota the court of St. James 
after his memorable exploit at the court 
ball iu Buckingham palace, when he at- 
tained the distinction of being the only 
American who ever danced with Queen 
Victoria. 
It was in 1837. Mr. Vaux's position 


as secretary to Mr. Stevenson, United 
States minister to the court of St. James, 
was in itself a noteworthy one and 
brought him at once into social promi- 
nence in London, but his exceptional per- 
sonal attributes, his brilliancy of conver- 
sation, charm of person, exquisite man- 
ners, elegance of diction and gallantry of 
carriage made him the beau ideal of a 
court cavalier and n welcome guest in the 
houses of the nobility, whence he was 
received and welcomed with open arms. 
No one, therefore, was greatly surprised 
in court circles when it became known that 
the young queen had singled him out for 
a signal honor and had commanded that 
be attendtd me court ban at Buckmgusm 
palace, which was to be given in honor 
of her coronation. 


When, however, the night of the ball ar- 


rived, and the "queen's cotillon" set was 
formed, and the guests beheld Richcrd 
Vaux, arrayed in bis brilliant court cos- 
tume, tak? his place in it, a position that 
was suppose" to be reserved for royalty 
alone, there was surprise and excitement 
indeed. Then the music struck up. and 
the gallant young American threaded his 
way through the intricacies of the royal 
dance, bearing himself with an air of 
grace and conBdence that was wonderful 
to behold. The qnoen was soon to smile 
tn gracious approval as hf> took her hand 
and led her through the evolutions of the 
dance. And there was not a man pres- 
ent who would not have given a coronet 
to win so coveted a di-ttinction. 


After that Mr. Vaux's career was a se- 


ries of brilliant lociai triumphs. In bis 
candidacy for congress in 1890 certain 
voters in his district resmtprt his having 
danced with the queen of England and 
Used the fact against him as a reflection 
on bis Democracy.—Philadelphia Fresi.

It has be«i) said 
that tlio physician is often careless 
about his own health, the shoemaker 
about his own shoes, the tailor about 
bis own clothes, but this observation 
does not apply in the majority of cases 
to the members of the Merchant Tai- 
lors' National exchange. As a whole 
they are a body of very well dressed 
men, 
who illustrate by their own per- 


sonal appearance the advantages of 
wearing good clothes. As the delegates 
came from all parts of the United 
States there is naturally some diversity 
of taste, although the quiet sort gener- 
ally prevails, and the conclusion seems 
only reasonable that the modern swell 
tailor is first of all a man of good judg- 
ment.

We 
don't put a suit that a college boy 
would wani and could wear with per- 
fect propriety on a bank president or 
a Judge. The tailor is an adviser, and 
the one who gives people good advice 
and assists his customers in being well 
dressed Is the tailor who is sure tc 
achieve success." 


Asked for particulars regarding the 


newest fashions in men's clothing, Mr. 
Schaub said as to trousers that there is 
no particular style that is set. "It de 
pends on the age of the man. Some 
young men will, as in the past, still 
wear peg tops." 


When told that perhaps many read- 


ers would not know what was meant 
by "peg tops," he explained that they 
were trousers tapering down from 
about 21 inches at the knee to about 16 
inches at the bottom. "These are the 
ultra fashionable trousers," he said. 
"For the middle class<?s"~bTit he cor- 
rected himself--"for conservative dress- 
ers, I should rather say, a middle width 
is worn of from 18 to 19 inches at the 
knee and 16% inches at the bottom. It 
depends on the shape of a man a good 
deal too. If he's corpulent, he doesn't 
look well in baggy trousers. The medi- 
um size is preferable. Trousers will 
still be worn turned up in sloppy 
weather, and trousers will be made es- 
pecially for that purpose." 


The tendency in waistcoats is to the 


single breasted. There is a waistcoat 
exhibited by a firm in Chicago and one 
in New York which has a waist seam 
running parallel with the lower pocket 
and the seam to the last button.

coat remains. The latest has a tenden- 
cy to be quite long, with flaps on the 
sides. It is made of fancy goods and 
has four buttons, but only three of 
these button, the one lowest down 
not buttoning.

"What about spring overcoats?" "We 


are still making a moderate box coat, 
with full box and with or without a 
Beam in the center, according to the 
shape of the man.

Revival services were begun irt th« 


-Methodist church yesterday by C. H. 
i'atman of New York, the well known 
Methodist evansalist. The church has 
been planning: for the meetings for some 
time, and from the interest shown yes- 
terday, the serv.'ces promise to be verv 
largely atrondpd 
and 
productive of 


much interest. This is the first time 
for some years that there has been a 
revival with an outside evangelist in 
any of the local churches, and the spe- 
cial meetings may be looked forward 
to as one oil the centers of interest for 
the next two weeks. The exact length 
of Mr. Yatman's stay is not determined, 
but he will be here for two more Sun- 
days at least. Pervicep will be held 
daily in the Methodist church at 3.30 
in the afternooa nd 7.45 int the evening. 


As announce! in the invitation cards 


distributed through the city, Mr. Yat- 
man declares his purpose to be "to 
make the bad people good and the good 
people better." His 
suggestions 
to 


church members as to ways in which 
to help the revival are of Interest, as 
they were printed in the weekly bulletin 
of the church fcvnday. They are as fol- 
lows: Get right before God. Have 
great, faith in <-'od. Pray for individ- 
uals. Assume some responsibility. Do 
personal work, rind no fault with me- 
thods or workers. 


Yesterday was largely a day of pre- 


paration. Mr. Yatman spoke at five 
services, all ofl which were very largely 
attended. He preached morning and-eve- 
ning, addressed the Suntiay school, and 
in the afternooa held two special ser- 
vices, one for v. omen and another for 
men. The women's service was espe- 
cially well attended, and the subject 
of these meetings was the personal 
work that should be done to make the 
revival a success. 


The church wss filled in the morning 


for Mr. Yatman's first address. 
His 


subject was "V'-evailing prayer," and 
he took as his text "Thy house shall 
be the house of prayer." He spoke of 
the spirit that must prevail in order 
that the special meetings may bear 
fruit for good, ;.ud of the imperative 
need of prayer at such a time as this, 
as well as at all times. He urged the 
members ofl the church to put them- 
selves right beftre God, by prayer and 
constant effort, and to work for the 
welfare of others with especial earnest- 
ness while the effort was being made 
to interest many. 


IrJ the evening Mr. Yatman's text was 


the words of Christ to his parents, 
'"Wist ye not that I must be about my 
father's businsss?" The Son of Man 
was come to teek and to save that 
which was lost, and this sentence in 
answer to the wondering query of his 
parents was the keynote of his ministry 
on earth. Christianity is not a song-, 
it is not a. sermon, it is life. "By their 
fruits ye shall know them," and it is 
work that will count at the last day. 
The saddest thing in life to contem- 
plate is to think of those \vtiu think 
they are saved but who will find that 
they are not; those who, thinking that 
by their words they have known Christ, 
will meet his FOI rowing words, "I know 
you not." To tl'ose who do not the will 
of God, to those '"did it not to one of 
the least ofl these," the words will come. 


Christianity is "man plus Christ," 


and we must liave the spirit of Christ 
in us, and working in us, if we are to do 
his work. 


The undertow of sin is carrying many 


in this city bavorJd their depth, and it 
js the part of the church to rescue them 
the proof that Christ lives in you by 
your doing. 
A. revival does not aim to 


bring confusion or disorder into our 
lives,- but we do not want' the order of 
the graveyard, v e want power, we want 
personal effor*. 


Mr. Yatman closed by drawing a 


powerful picture of what individual 
effort will do in times like these, by 
tellirte what one little girl accomplish- 
ed during meetings that he once held, 
when by her rswn sincerity of effort she 
brought a \vliu",e family of seven to 
Christ. He tJ'tnensed with the usual 
closing exercises of the service, which 
closed with silent prayer on the part of 
all. 


Mr. Yatman is an earnest, forceful 


speaker, quiet in manner but risiniz to 
true eloquencs in describing the pic- 
tures of sin or pood, and his work in 
the city should accomplish much good.

At 11 o'clock the church was filled 


for the annual sermon to the Brother- 
hood.

Addressing the Brotherhood, 


he said that courage was the quality 
which would help the members to pre- 
serve the heritage of the order, con- 
stant courage.

EXTENSION OF INDULGENCE 


Pope's Encyclical and Letter From 


Bishop Read in Local Churches 


The Pope's Uiuydical and the letter 


from Bishop Heaven concerning the ex- 
tension of the ;ubilee indulgence were 
read at the local Catholic churches 
Sunday. The indulgence- was proclaim- 
ed originaly by Pope !Leo XIII to all 
who attended the quarter-century ju- 
bilee in Rome last year, and by ^a^aT 
order it has now been extended to Ca- 
tholics all over the world. To obtain it. 
Catholics must visit four churches daily 
for 15 days, offering prayers at each 
time, and receiving communion at the 
appointed times 
The indulgence is 


granted without condition to all who 
are unable, through force oil circum- 
stanfces, to fulfil the obligations. 


The following from the encyclical let- 


ter of the copti explain? the- extension 
of the jubilee: "Wherefore, to all the 
faithful o<J both sexes, n all parts of 
the eatrth, including even those that 
have come to Rpme during the past 
year, and there or elsewhere gained the 
jubilee under any conditions, we grant 
and accord mercifully in the Lord, for 
once, the fullest indulgence, remission 
and pardon of their stos^providing that 
within six months from the publicatiori 
of this letter in each diocese they ful- 
fil the conditions stated." 


The bishop's 'otter Mlows: 
"With these Setters we officially! prom- 


ulgate the juhifee of the holy year ex- 
tended by our Holy Father, Leo XIII, 
to the universal world. This promulga- 
tion shall be made the-second Sunday 
of February of this current yfear, so 
that the limit o? the jubilee extension 
shall be affixed to the^ second Sunday of 
August of this y£ar *of Our Lord, 1901. 
Wherever the nhimber of parish church- 
es in any town or city shall admit of 
the visits prescribed by the Encyclical, 
we desire that four churches be desig- 
nated by the respective pastors. If the 
churches1 be '-PKS than fbur-, it is our 
wish that all the churchefc'of that local- 
ity be visited. Tt is desirable that the 
time given to each visit should be at 
least equivalent to the time required 
for five "Our Fathers" and five "Hail 
Marys." It shouli' be remarked that no 
conditions apart from the visits and 
the receptions of the sacraments are 
prescribed for gaining the plenary in- 
dulgence of the jubilee. 


We also desire to manifest our eager- 


ness to withold no blessings ^-om our 
diocesans by placing within the hands 
of the respective pastors the privilege 
of granting the holy hour of explatiorJ, 
or benediction of the blessed sacrament 
once a week during the six months of 
jubilee to their congregations or re- 
ligious communities within their juris- 
dict'on, on the condition that prayers 
public or private be said for the ini- 
tentions of the Holy Father 


In the strong hope that the hearts of 


all your people may be touched by the 
goodness of God, and made to taste of 
the refreshing graces o'l the sacraments 
of pennance and the b'.esed euchrist in 
fulfilling the jubilee obligations, we are,

BROUGHT TOGETHER BY POLICF 


Story of Herman Buhl's Two Children. 


Boy's Finger Broken Because He 


Failed to Learn Bible Verse, 


and Was Amputated 


Some time ago there was reported the 


success ol the e'iorts of the local police 
to locate in f.his city the father of a 
brother and sister in the west. Her- 
man Buhl, an f-mploye of the Eclipse 
mill, was found, and proved to be the 
father whom tiie children had nbt seen 
for 22 years,, and who had been seeking 
for them most cf that time. 


Saturday evening- W. H. Buhl, the 


son. 
arrived in this city to see his fa- 


ther, and the meeting between the two, 
so long separat-d, was a most affect- 
ing- one.. The daughter, who is now 
Mrs. V. J. Pierce, lives in Minhesota, 
and will probably come here within ? 
short time to se-i her father. 


At the time the long- search was ended 


in' the location c£ Hr. Buhlj the story 
was told of how after the death of his 
wifla, Mr. Bulil was forced to place his 
two children, the boy four years old, 
and the girl six, in the care of the Child 
ren's aid society. They were trans- 
ferred at once to the Five Points house 
of industry in New York, arJ3 from 
that time on their Hither was. never 
able to learn their whereabouts, beyond 
the fact that they were sent west. The 
sopiety to whom they were committed 
would give no information to either 
side. 


Young Mr. Buhl tells an interestir» 


story of the life of himaeW and sister 
since that time. WherJ they were plac- 
ed in charge of the society, they decided 
not to be separated, and successfully 
fought several attempts to place them 
In separate homes. For about four 
years they remained in New York, ai'-d 
some of this time their father was seek- 
ing them, but was told they had been 
sent away. 


Young Mr. Buhl is minus one finger 


on his right hand, and the story of its 
loss is one to cause a shudder at the 
methods of caring for children in the 
house of industry. Each child is re- 
quired to learn a verse from the bible 
each week, and was punished for any 
failure. Yonus Buhl was at that time 
six years 'old, and one week forgot his 
verse. 
Punishment followed swiftly, 


the method being to bend back the 
handr and apply a large rattan whip 
to the palm. So severe and cruel was 
the punishment for forgetting the bible 
verse, that' the first finger on his hand 
was broken in two places during the 
punishment, 
the boy suffered ter- 


rible pain for two weeks, when the 


Young Mr. Buhl says the man who 


whipped him then is still living, and 
is the only man against whom he bears 
a grudge. 
He is planning to go to 


New York soon, and will try to meet 
the man. What will happen then Mr. 
Buhl leaves to the imagination, but he 
is a determined appearing young man.

placed in charge of the society the 
brother and sister were sent to South 
Dakota, ' where they had good h'omes. 
The girl was married about three years 
ago.
